Secrecy Opposed 


Any one with access to information on 
the state of the U. S. maritime ind u st iv 
can only conclu d e the patient is v ery 
ill. The qu estion remaining in many 
mind s seems to be whether there is still 
hope for recov ery . 
Since a powerfu l nation like tile 
United States can hard ly ad mit it can­ 
not su pport a maritime fleet, the tax ­ 
pay ers no d ou bt will continu e u nd ei - 
writing costs which are sev eral-fold 
those of competitors. Bu t at least those 
who pay the bill hav e a right to know 
why the costs are so far ou t of line. 
Labor costs, both of bu ild ing ships 
and operating them on the seas, are 
the largest factor. Bu t there are others. 
An interesting rev elation came ou t of 
the recent bickering between the Com­ 
mittee of Eu ropean Shipowners and the 
Fed eral Maritime Commission ov er the 
commission’s release of some freight 
rates. 
Accord ing to the committee of ship­ 
owners, the freight rates set by that 
bod y and su pplied the maritime com­ 
mission were giv en in confid ence. No 
wond er, for what they show is that it 
costs abou t a third more to ship a com­ 
mod ity from the United States than to 


ship the same good s on the same ship 
in from Eu rope. 
Specifically , what the rates rev eal is 
that it costs an av erage of $35 .93 per 
ton on ou tgoing shipments and $27.30 
on incoming v essels. Since logic alone 
cannot ex plain why it shou ld cost more 
for a shipment going East than West, 
the answer mu st lie in the cartel-like 
arrangement which controls rates. 
Realizing this, of cou rse, it is easier 
to u nd erstand why the committee d id 
not want the rates mad e pu blic. Cred it 
u s d u e Maritime Commission Chairman 
John Harllee for his rebu ttal, which 
was in part: 
“There is no place in American law 
for secrecy on rates . . . when Eu ro­ 
pean and American steamship oner 
ators who hold themselv es forward as 
common carriers, combine as confer­ 
ences and are priv ileged — to col­ 
lectiv ely and anti - competitiv ely set 
rates.” 
How mu ch this obv iou sly preju d iced 
treatment accord ed American good s 
has cost U. S. ind u stry and the Ameri­ 
can maritime fleet is specu lativ e.

Secrecy Opposed 


Anyone with access to information on 


the state of the U. S. m aritim e industry 
can only conclude the patient is very 
ill. The question remaining in m any 
minds seem s to be whether there is still 
hope for recovery. 
Since 
a 
powerful 
nation like 
the 
United States can hardly adm it it can­ 
not support a m aritim e fleet, the tax­ 
payers no doubt will continue under­ 
writing costs which are several-fold 
those of competitors. But at least those 
who pay the bill have a right to know 
why the costs are so far out of line. 
Labor costs, both of building ships 
and operating them on the seas, are 
the largest factor. But there are others. 
An interesting revelation cam e out of 
the recent bickering between the Com­ 
mittee of European Shipowners and the 
Federal M aritim e Commission over the 
commission’s release of some freight 
rates. 
According to the com m ittee of ship­ 
owners, the freight rates set by that 
body and supplied the m aritim e cr.m- 
mission were given in confidence. No 
wonder, for what they show is that it 
costs about a third more to ship a com ­ 
modity from the United States than to 


ship the sam e goods on the sam e ship 
in from Europe. 
Specifically, w hat the rate s reveal is 
that it costs an average of $35.93 per 
ton on outgoing shipm ents and $27.30 
on incoming vessels. Since logic alone 
cannot explain why it should cost m ore 
for a shipm ent going E ast than West, 
the answ er m ust lie in the cartel-like 
arrangem ent which controls rates. 
Realizing this, of course, it is easier 
to understand why the com m ittee did 
not want the rates m ade public. Credit 
is due M aritim e Commission C hairm an 
John Harllee for his rebuttal, which 
was in part: 
“There is no place in A m erican law 
for secrecy on rates . . . when E uro­ 
pean and Am erican steam ship oper­ 
ators who hold them selves forward as 
common carriers, com bine as confer­ 
ences and are privileged — to col­ 
lectively and anti - competitively set 
rates.” 
How m uch this obviously prejudiced 
treatm ent accorded A m erican goods 
has cost U. S. industry and the A m eri­ 
can m aritim e fleet is speculative. But 
any cost from such artificial bases ap ­ 
plied against this sick industry is too 
high.

There 
are rum ors of conflict within 
the Kremlin over the desirabil­ 
ity of “ capitalist experim enta­ 
tion.” Nobody knows how much 
of this experimentation can be 
permitted without altering the 
very nature of socialism. AU 
that the Soviet leadership does 
know for certain is that some­ 
thing must be done, ‘‘existential­ 
ly,” if the people are to go on 
eating.

What is the best way of cor­ 
recting anemia?

You may feel bad enough 
about your vacation coming to 
an end; but it’s even worse to 
come back to a home that reeks 
with the odor of mildew. 
The darkness, dampness and 
poor ventilation of a closed-up 
house provide the ideal condi­ 
tions for spores of mold, always 
present in the air, to grow and 
flourish. 
So if your nose b e g i n s to 
twitch, follow it to the source of 
the odor. The most likely sus­ 
pects are closed - up closets, 
particularly if 
c l o t h e s are 
jammed together so that what 
little air there is cannot circu­ 
late; dresser drawers; any are­ 
as where grease or dirt has lain 
undetected; 
the shower stall 
and the 
basement. 
Actually, 
any place or thing is vulnerable 
. . . paper, wood, leather, tex­ 
tiles, even mildew - resistant 
fabrics, so check carefully. 
If your sleuthing uncovers 
mildew on fabric, act prompt­ 
ly before stains have a chance 
to penetrate too deeply. 
First, brush mildewed arti­ 
cles out of doors to remove sur­ 
face growth without scattering 
the spores 
(seed equivalent) 
throughout the house. Sun and 
air the Items thoroughly. 
Then 
launder 
anything 
of 
washable size, soaking it first in 
a tub of hot w'ater laced with a 
cup of sal soda concentrated. 
Add sal. three tablespoonsful, 
to the wash water, too. 
If you’re dealing with some­ 
thing too large to put in the tub 
or washer — such as an unre­ 
movable chair covering — sat­ 
urate the stained area with a so­ 
lution of one cup of sal soda con­ 
centrated per bucket of hot wa­ 
ter. Scrub with a brush using a

proposal to build an Alaskan 
dam that would create a lake as 
big as the State of Maryland is 
stirring up sharp controversy. 
The issue is an old one — con­ 
servation of natural resources 
vs. development of hydroelec­ 
tric power. 
The dam , estimated to cost 
$1.3 billion, would be built with 
federal money in Ram part Can­ 
yon on the Yukon River in cen­ 
tral Alaska. The Army Engi­ 
neers have it under study. 
Located 85 miles south of the 
Arctic

Commu nist China. 
Q. Do y ou hav e any fu rther 
ambitions bey ond the Senate, 
su ch as a Cabinet p osition or 
other high office? 
A. My ambition is to be as 
good a senator as p ossible; to 
serv e the p eop le of my state, 
and to serv e the national inter­ 
est as well. The Senate is an 
ex tremely imp ortant p art of ou r 
gov ernment. Any one who makes 
a career there has an op p or­ 
tu nity to make a significant con­ 
tribu tion. 
Q. How wou ld y ou ex p lain 
President 
Johnson’s 
p henom­ 
enal su ccess with the Congress? 
Was the time rip e for the legis­ 
lation he p rop osed or does he 
seem to hav e some my stical 
sway with the Congress? 
A. Both statements aire tru e. 
Many of the p rograms, su ch as 
medicare and aid to edu cation, 
which President Kennedy first 
p rop osed, had gone throu gh the 
necessary p hase of p u blic ac­ 
cep tance and were thu s rip e for 
p av ssage in the last y ear and a 
half. Bu t in addition, President 
Johnson works ex tremely hard 
at his relation with Congress. 
lie knows Congree intimately , 
and the legislativ e branch has 
the highest regard for him. 
Congress is also mu ch more 
Democratic 
u nder 
President 
Johnson than it was u nder Pres­ 
ident Kennedy . We hav e to 
thank Barry Coldwater, in a 
sense, becau se his candidacy 
p rodu ced the large Democratic 
majorities 
that 
hav e 
made 
President Johnson’s job easier. 
Q. What can we do to p er­ 
su ade the emerging nations that 
ou r sy stem offers more than the 
Commu nist sy stem? As 
y ou 
hav e p ointed ou t, the Commu 
Hists hav e made dramatic ad­ 
v ances in most areas other than 
agricu ltu re since 1917. 
A. Any leader of an emerging 
nation who wisher to make a 
comp arison, will find that the 
economic adv ances In America 
u nder the free enterp rise sy s­ 
tem hav e been mu ch greater 
than those u nder the Commu nist 
sy stem. The distribu tion of the 
fru its of p rosp erity is also mu ch 
wider. Bu t in addition to eco­ 
nomic p rogress, there is the 
q u estion of indiv idu al freedom 
which is something that is im­ 
p ortant to ev ery hu man being. 
Here ou r sy stem is v astly su ­ 
p erior. 
Q. 
Of President Kennedy ’s 
contribu tions to this 
nation’s 
history many feel that he will be 
remembered generations hence 
most for the Peace Corp s. Oth­ 
ers feel that it will be for his 
cou rage in the Cu ban encou nter. 
If y ou had to single ou t a con­ 
tribu tion by his administration, 
what wou ld it be? 
A. One of the major contribu ­ 
tions was that President Kenne­ 
dy gav e ou r cou ntry a new im­ 
p etu s. He was able to dramatize 


the nation's needs to its p eop le 
and was able to inv olv e y ou ng 
p eop le in the p roblems of p u blic 
serv ice, as well as giv ing the 
u nderp riv ileged in ou r cou ntry a 
feeling that America was con­ 
cerned with their needs. 
Q. It has been said that a man 
mu st hav e wealth — p ersonal or 
family — in order to ru n su c­ 
cessfu lly for p resident; that a 
man of limited means, ev en 
thou gh he may be highly q u ali­ 
fied, 
cannot finance throu gh 
contribu tions alone. You r com­ 
ment? 
A. This is v ery tru e, and I 
think the situ ation shou ld be 
corrected by a sy stem that will 
allow candidates to raise the 
large su ms of money that are 
needed for camp aigning throu gh 
small contribu tions from p eop le 
of modest means. A tax credit 
of $10 or $20 for p olitical con­ 
tribu tions is one way to do this. 
A $100 dedu ction from tax es is 
another way . 
Q. Do y ou feel, as do many , 
that the entire Congress is too 
slu ggish and needs streamlin­ 
ing? 
A. I think the record of the

Congress 
shows that 
when the p u blic mandate is 
clear and when there is v igor­ 
ou s leadership from the Presi­ 
dent, Congress as p resently or­ 
ganized can p erform effectiv ely .
